allegations of adultery against him,

tion. He himselt#as innocent, as bis own 
allegations of adultery against her had never 
been expunged.

Return of a Group of Disgusted Negroes trom mS 
Black Repabile. 


Cuartotre, April 20.—The Observer of this 
morning says: Divisioned off in the 
second-class coach of the south bound train 
on the Richmond and Danville railroad yes- 
terday wasa group of nine colored people, 
two women and seven children, who were 
just reaching the home which they left about 
two years ago to cast their lot on the shores 
of Liberia, the land which they were made 
to believe flowed with milk by day and honey 
by night, and where the only 
work required to make a living was to go out 
in the woods and shake a tree, when enough 
provisions would fall the first shake to make 
a meal for a family of ten. This was their 
idea of Liberia, and of course they are doom- 
ed toa bitter disappointment and long months 
of homesickness and weary suffering. The 
party in question got off the train yesterday 
at Concord, their old home. They 
ali belonged to the old Phifer 
plantation and it was through the kindness of 
their white friends in Concord, who made up 
a sufficient sum of money to bring them home 
and forwarded it to them sometimeago. The 
party were just two months making the jour- 
ney home, and when they arrived, they were 
found to be in a most pitiable condition, 
Their feet are strangely afflicted, being swollen 
to three times the usual size, presenting a& 
mass of ugly looking sores. Some of them 
had lost their toes, that had dropped offas if 
through lepresy. This strange disease is said 
to be caused by acertain species of insects 
which attacks the people of Liberia. In some 
instances these insects attack the whole body 
of a person, but as ageneral thing they are’ 
confined to the feet. A physician 
of Charlotte was on the train yes 
terday and became greatly interested in the 
case. The sufferers told him that their feet 
were then in a much better condition than 
when they left Liberia. They stated that 
nearly all the Cabarrus darkies over in Libe- 
ria were similarly afflicted and several had 
died after losing their feet altogether. 
The story of their trials and suffering 
as recounted by them, is simply wonder- 
ful, and what their little experiment in i 
ing a new country has cost them, can scarcely 
be imagined. Their troubles began on the first 
day of their landing in Liberia, when they 
saw that their idea about the country was 4 
vastly mistaken one, and _ the whole 
party wovld have returned in the ship 
that carried taem over had it been possible, 
Their friends lel behind are sick and dying, 
and have hopelessit abandoned the idea of 
ever getting back home unless through the 
generosity of their white friends in this coun- 
try. Liberia is a bad place for the darkey to 
go to, if the experience of those who have 
tried it is to be believed. ai

THE PINEY WOODS OF SOUTH GEORGIA 

We printed in these columns recently a 
brief synopsis ofa very funny letter written 
by &ditor Medill, of the Chicago Tribune, af- 
ter a flying railroad trip through southern 
Georgia. To the eagle eye of Editor Medill, 
as he glanced from the scudding train, the 
section through which he passed appeared to 
For miles 


b2 a dreary waste of pine barrens. 
and miles the locomotive drove throughjthese 
barrens, pines and sand on either side, and 
pines and sand as far as the eye could see. 
The sight of these things oppressed Editor 
Medill sorely, and he felt in his over-coat 
pocket for the remedy. It is a remarkable 
fact that few northern tourists ever travel in 
tie south without carrying with them a sov- 
ereign remedy for the evils they think they 
see. Generaliy, it is advice, and there is noth- 


ing more worthless in all this wide worid 
than the advice ol men 
who have no conception of what 


they are talking about. if bk litor Medill had 
been traveling in the pine forests of Maine, 
where there are thousands of acres of unim- 
proved land, or in the wilds of the northwes' 
where there are millionsof unimproved acres, 
-it would probably never have oc urred to him 
to inform the people of those sections through 
the columns of his valuable paper as to the 
plan they should pursue in redeeming their 
wild acres, 

In the first place, he would have understood 
that the improvementand cultivation of wild 
lands eome about in good time, as the result 
of laws over which neither individuals nor 
communities have any control. And in the 


-) second place, be would have been afraid of 


‘Subjecting himself to the ridicule of his 
Reigubor:. But tke south is meat for the 
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northern tourist; it is the coun- 
try to which the northern correspond: 
ents fly when every other field is exhausted. 
A northern man who has ideas about no other 
subject on earth, has ideas about the south; 
he knows how the southern people should 
manage their affairs. 

Editor Medill is an accomplished journal- 
ist; he knows how to get out a good news- 
paper; but his facility in this. business has mis- 
led him in regard to the piney woods region 
of Georgia. He is of the opinion that the 
pine barrens in the southern portion of Geor- 
gia can be redeemed by sowing Indian corn 
broadcast and mowing it two or three times a 
year. {t would be difficult to conceive a more 
ridiculous proposition than this,and Editor 
Medill would have made it of no other sec- 
tiori on earth, simply because he knows less 
about the south than he knows of any other 
part of the civilized world. 

It should be stated, however, that Editor 
Medill is not alone in his views. 

Mr. Frank Wilkeson, who has gained consid- 
erable reputation as an eccentric (to draw it 
mildly) has also been whirled through the 
pine barrens, and he declares that there is 
positively no future for the section. He had 
not heard of Editor Medili’s champion reme- 
dv for redeeming these wastes, and if he had, 
it is to be doubted whether he would 
subscribe to the eflicacy of Indian corn sown 


broadcast. 

The truth of the business is that there is no 
more fertile region in the country than south- 
ern Georgia. The sandy pine lands that at- 
tracted Editor Medill’s attention, have a clay 
subsoil that is exceedingly sensitive to culti- 
vation—so much so, that it has been aptly said 
thata little guano dropped on these lands 
will run them distracted. The whole 
section within reach of the railroads over 
which Editor Medill passed is in process of 
transformation, and within a few years will 
be a vast truck farm, supplying the markets 
of the north and west with the earliest and 
best vegetables. One hundred and eight 
bushels of oats have been produced on an acre 
of this land at a cost not exceeding $20. One 
hundred and nineteen bushels of corn have 
been produced on an acreat a cost not exceed- 
ing $30. Sweet potatoes, the best in the world, 
yield 500 bushels to the acre in south Georgia, 
and in many instances the net income from 
one acre of watermelons is $140. 

It will be time enough to employ Editor 
Medill’s remedy when the second deluge has 
come and gone.

COTTON MANUFACTURING IN THE 
SOUTH. 

The annual meeting of the Graniteville 
company has just been held; and although 
the year was an ‘‘ot!’’ one, a year unfayora- 
ble for prolits in cotton manufacturing, the 
company earned 21 per cent on its capital, 
after paying all necessary expenses and the 
interest on its bonded debt. ‘This would be 
regarded as a handsome result in other sec- 
tions of the country, but the Graniteville 
stockholders think they have had hard luck, 
because last year the mill earned 30 per cent, 
and 21 per cent is regarded as a minimum re- 
sult. 

The whole story of the Graniteville mill is 
a tine tribute to cotton manufacturing in the 
Without stopping the payment of 
handsome and altogether satisfactory divi- 
dends, it has out of its earnings built the 
Vaucluse mill which contains 12,000 spindles, 
filled the older and larger mill with im 
proved machinery, and supplemented the 
water power of both mills with steam. The 
cost of the new engine and boilers was $25.- 
0X00; $28,000 was expended during the past 
year for other machinery, and 39,000 for new 
head gates. ‘These expenditures,’ says 
President Hickman, ‘“‘have been heavy, but 
generations following us will not have to do 
the work over.’’ The head of the company may 
have exaggerated the durability of the new 
work, but he certainly isnot mistaken when 
he says that the mills will earn money enough 
to meet all needed improvements and steadi- 
ly give the stockholders a good return on 
their investments. 

About 15,500 bales of cotton were consum- 
ed in the two mills qf the company during 
the year, and this amount of raw material 
was turned into about 18,000,000 yards of 
cloth, About 650,000 more yardsiwere made 
this year than in the preceeding year. The 
old officers were re-elected, and they enter 
upon the new year confident that their mills 
will maintain their earning capacity, no mat- 
ter what mills are able to do in New England 
orOld England. -What Graniteville is doing 
can be readily accomplished in any southern 
town, provided similar energy and capacity 
are applied to the work in hand,

Mr. Walter H. Page, an attache of the New York 
World, delivered an interesting lecture in the par- 
lor of the Young Men’s Christian association, be- 
fore a good-sized audience, last evening, on ‘‘The 
New South as seen by a Southerner.’’ He remark- 
ed at the beginning that the shadow of slavery still 


rests upon the south, but progress 
there, though slow, has begun, 
and with the construction of cect 


ton mills and the developing of its natural re- 
sources, the country has started in a new life. The 
prejudice, he said, against colored labor is grad- 
ually disappearing, and, asit disappears, industrial 
progress appears. The masses of the people in the 
south belong to orthodox churches, and they do 
not tolerate liberal thoughtin religion any more 
than they do in politics. Under the reiigious in- 
fluences they seek only homely, provincial exis- 
tence. The blacks have been both slandered and 
flattered. As yet they are not the intellectual) 
equais of their white neighbors, but the instru- 
ment by which they must be elevated is the 
white population of the south. It will be a 
long time before caste is abolished there, and 
the resolutions of religious bodies or legislative 
enactments won’t change it. Time alone will. It 
is nowa time of small men in the south, but the 
young men havea desire to shake off the suspicions 
to which they were tiedwhen born. The south is 
an old land in _ its traditions, but in 
its resources itis new, and what material there is 
there forthe foundation of a great people! Full of 
misfortunes as their inheritance is, the young men 
would notswap birthrights with any people in the 
world. Thereis somuch to be done there. Thou- 
sands of the young men who graduate at southern 
co.leges are asking themselves the question: 
‘What can be dorie for the dearoldsouth’”’ It may 
be said that this is the enthusiasm of youth, butit 
is also the indication of activity in manhood.

The Developments of the Past Day or Two-Goods 
Shipped to Macon. 


Yesterday morning it was rumored that Wm. §&.

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O'NEAL. ON TRIAL FOR THE MUR- 
DER OF ABE DANIEL. 


A Fight With Knaives in a Dark Street—Impelied by 
Fear and Dread of Danger O’Nea! “Cute Faat"— 
8)x Wounds With a Knife—The Evidence 
In the Case Favoring the Prisoner. 


Yesterday Young O'Neal, colored, was put upon 
trialin the superior court before Judge Hammond 
anda jury on a charge of murdering Abe Daniel, 
alsocolored. The homicide occurred at the corner 
of James and Forsyth streets early on the night of 
the 3lst of March last. It has, consequently, been 
but three weeks since the killing. Daniel was 
killed by being stabbed in six places. After com- 
mitting the act O'Neal surrendered himself to the 


authorities and has since been confined 
in jail. When he went to trial yes- 
terday he was represented by Mr. 


Hoke Smith and Colonel W. T. Newman. The pros- 
ecution was represented by Solicitor-General Hill 
assisted by Mr. W, D. Ellis and Mr. Ben Carter. The 
evidence was allin before night and made a very 
good showing for the defendant, There was only 
one eye witness to the killing and his testimony 
was not coroborated by that of the others who testi- 
fied concerning the facts surrounding the homicides 
That witness was Wesley Todd, who swore that he 
saw the killing and that there were three men on 
Daniel. That two held him while a third stabbed 
him. The most important witners in the case wa 
Madison George a step-brother of the dead man, 
He testified to the facts in a most precise manner 
detailing the acts and- conversations of 


the two men during the day which 
preceded the fatal night. O'Neal, Daniel and the 
witness had been engaged at work for Mr. John H. 
Flynn, at his residence on Gilmer street,and on the 
Saturday of the killing metin the street near the 
house for a division of the money. O'Neal and 
Daniel had preceded George and as he came to 
where they were he found Daniel cursing 
O’ Neal and Claiming that he had 
been unjustly treated in the settle- 
ment. O’Neal protested that he had dealt fairly 
with Daniel. Daniel, however, rushed upon O’ Neal 
with a drawn knife aud was only prevented from 
stabbing him by the-<ntervention of Geoege, who 
caught Daniel’s arm. A temporery adjustment 
was effected. The three men started to the busi- 
ness part of the city and the fuss was several 
times renewed by Daniel, who was drinking and 
was very unruly. He kept his knife open for a part 
of the way but was finally inducedto putitin his 
pocket. When the corner of Peachtree and Decatur 
streets was reached, Danielagain drew his knife 
put wasagain quieted. The three men went to 
Wallace’s baron Peachtree where Daniel renewed 
the quarrel and demanded adime which he said 
was a balance due him from O’Neal. O’ Neal denied 
owing the money but George told him thatif he 
would pay the man the dimé and satisfy him, he 


(George) would make it all right 
on the Monday ae O'Neal 
consented, and the dime was paid. ater Daniel 


borrowed a quarter from O’Neal and promised to 
go away and lethim alone. O’Neal started out of 
the bar to attend to some business, and was fol- 
lowed by Daniel. Finding it impossible to be rid of 
his tormenter, O’Neal arranged with George to de- 
tain him while O’Neal could getaway. George en- 
gaged Danielin conversation, but he refused to be 
detained, and followed O'Neal, George remaining 


behind. Such was the testimony of the principal 
witness for the defense. Several witnesses testi- 
fied to Daniel’s quarrelsome disposition, and 


oue witness testified that he had been 
forced to leave Atlanta on account of twu cuttin 

scrapes. Dr. A. R. Ailey was put upon the stan 

and testified concerning the wounds found on the 
body of Daniel when he reached him. The princi- 
pal wound wasin the breast between the second 
and third rib and was bleeding profusely. Another 
wound was between the fifth and sixth rib, and 
there were four other wounds on different perts of 
the body. Dr. Alley related the happenings just 
prior to the deathof Daniel. The dying man was 
cursing at times and at other times was praying to 


be allowed to die. He was under 
the influenoe of morphine. About ten 
o'clock Drs Raines, who had been with Dr. Alley, 


went home for a few minutes. About half past 
ten ora quarter to eleven, the negro became more 
rational and begged to be turned over. Dr. Alley 
refused to turn him over, telling him that if he was 
moved be would bleed to death. Mr. Grier was 
very anxious forthe negro to make a statement of 
how the killing occurred, but the doctor refused to 
lethim talk: At last h¥ said: 

“It was ail my fault.’’ 

The question was asked if he had a 
answered: 

“Itisin my pocket.’’ 

The negro died in about twenty minutes. The 
knife was found in his pocket. 

Mr. Lovejoy, who was in Wallace’s saloon while 
the negroes were quarreling, stated that as they 
went out he heard one say, *‘Go with me and we 
will settle it,’’ and a voice said, *‘I will go with you 
anywhere,’ but hecould not say positively that 
one man did not speak both sentences. 

3oth sides closed, and the defendant was put up- 
on the siand to make his statement. He told his 
story ina straightforward mannér, and evidently 
made an impression on those who heard him. He 
stated the facts about as George did until the three 
separated at the bar room. After leaving Daniel 
and George together at the corner Gaines’s shoe- 
shop on Peachtree, O’ Neal went up the street, and 
of the subsequent events he gave the following ac- 
count: 

“I went on up the street and he ran upand 

caught me. I asked him to Jetmealone. He fol- 
lowed me on untilwe got to the corner in front of 
Captain Grier’s gn Forsyth street. When we were 
in front of the middle house he 
said: ‘Young, you have got something against me, 
aud we may as well settle it right here.’’ I asked 
him, ‘how can I have anything against vou when 
! have always been as kind to you asI could be?’ 
When we got to the corner he grabbed me by the 
left hand and said, ‘catch hold of my left hand 
and let me catch hold of yours.’’ (Here the prisoner 
indicated how Daniel was preparing for a deadly 
combat with Knives.) ‘‘He slapped me and I ran 
backward and he struck mein theeye. He fas- 
tened on to me and I struck him twe or three licks 
on the head. He got his arm caught between us 
somehow, and I could not get loose from him, so | 
cutaway justas fastasl could. 1 knew that I had 
to cut fast.”’ 
ihe prisoner stated that there was no other per- 
son present wher the cutting occurred. After the 
fight he surrendered himse:rf and was putin jail. 
He explained that during the fight he was ina 
tremor of fear. The statement was listened to 
closely, 
The court met last night and the argument was 
begun, Mr. Carterspeaking for the prosecution, and 
Mr. Newman forthe defense.- The case will be con 
cluded to-day.
